fast hunt of one hour in Ireland was 
in no way comparable to its equiva- 
lent in England. 

For one thing, the fields in Lreland 
are so much smaller that you are 
jumping continually—(Mr. Lanier 
figured the average was 12 banks to 
a mile, and in one part of the Duh- 
allow country where we hunted, even 
the master himslf, Mr. Annesley, ad- 
mitted it was like being in church and 
jumping the pews!) This means that

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AMERICAN HARNESS TURF 
REVIVING IN VIRGINIA 
by Alden Calkins 


Virginia, home of the famous 
Curles’ Neck Farm maintained for 
many years near Richmond by the 
late C. K. G. Billings, is again de- 
lving into the American harness 
turf as that ancient and honorable 
institution ends 1938 on the high- 
est note in recent history and looks 
ahead to 1939 with more assurance 
than the past 50 years have wit- 
nessed. 

Just as Mr. Billings 
such world-renowned harness horses 
as The Harvester, William and Uh- 
lan, so are several newcomers of 
Virginia showing signs of entering 
the race winnings column. Two of 
these are D. H. Dillard, of Lynch- 
burg, who has Sam Caton training 
for him at Madison Heights, Va., 
and Dr. John A. Turlington, of 
Wachapreague, Va. 

Trotting, which seemed to stagger 
the most from the blow dealt by the 
automobile when that contrivance 
drove harness horses from the high 
and low roads, has taken such 4 
powerful new lease on life that it is 
no longer the stepchild of other 
equine sports. For, after all, any 
activity which sees 15,000 horses 
under training for the races, which 
6,000 of them will actually partici- 
pate in, for qa total of $3,000,000 in 
purses, is a long way from _ being 
counted out. 

The recent enthusiasm of young- 
er society folk of both sexes for 
harness racing gave it one of its 
greatest boosts in 1938. Today finds 
two such well-known horse experts 
as Dunbar W. Bostwick and his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Ogden Phipps, both of Old 
Westbury, L. I., in possession of the 
winter book favorite for the Ham- 
bletonian stake of next August.

sportsmen or women to own _ top- 
flight horses, but it is no every day 
occurrence outside of the light har- 
ness racing turf to find the owner’s 
helping train and quite ofter racing 
the horse in question. And _ that’s 
what lines up the younger generat- 
ion so smartly behind the good, old 
trotters. Yes, the girls and boys can 
actually tutor them in person with 
still greater thrills awaiting them 
when the races open up. 


Nibble Hanover happens to be 
the “white hope” of the Bostwick- 
Phipps combine. This handsome two- 
year-old colt, with a mark of 2:02 
1-2, is now stabled at Aiken’s_ re- 
cently opened new mile track, built 
by Bostwick and Elbridge T. Gerry, 
of New York. Both of Nibble Han- 
over’s owners are expected to. give 
him many of his lessons this winter, 
while Dunbar probably will juggle 
whip, stopwatch and reins in the 
Hambletonian up behind the colt. 


This personal participation in the 
harness side of the sport of kings is 
luring new converts to the sulky 
from eastern horse circles to Cali- 
fornia. Matinee racing clubs sprang 
up in 1938 in many cities, large and 
small. In step with these moves by 
the amateurs, the professionals were 
establishing eight new world records 
for 1939 to knock over, if it can. 


When Greyhound trotted at Lex- 
ington, Ky., in 1:55 1-4 he brought 
the world mark for trotting down 
13 1-2 seconds in the last 50 years. 
This fact might not be so significant 
if it were not known that thorough- 
bred runners, in the same half-cen- 
tury, had lowered their world  re- 
cords only 5 1-4 seconds. Breeding 
and careful training are given credit 
for the vast improvement in the 
trotting horse world. 


Since the three leading standard- 
bred nurseries all enjoyed yearling 
sales of greatly increased value dur- 
ing the past fall, owners seem de- 
termined to procure crack colts for 
1939 and ensuing seasons no matter 
what the tariff. Walnut Hall Farm, 
Lonerail, Ky., the Hanover Shoe 
Farms, Hanover, Pa., and the Village 
Farm, Langhorne, Pa., all hit new 
highs for prices bid for their young- 
sters._ 


The forthcoming merger of five 
parent organizations of the trotting 
turf in favor of one centralized gov- 
erning body is expected to do as 
much for the sport as any one other 
step since the trotter was first in- 
troduced to America before the Re- 
volution. This dissolution of five and 
substitution of one new group, yet 
to be named, will eliminate much of 
the waste and duplication of effort 
now prevalent in the sport.

WILMINGTON HORSE SHOW 
STARTS OFF BIG CIRCUIT 


The Wilmington Horse Show with 
$5,000 in Prize monies, the show of 
shows of Miss Deborah Rood’s in- 
ventive guidance, started the big 
outdoor circuit this season, when 
the first ribbons were tied on May 
11. Exhibitors were well pleased in 
this date for they are able to ship 
their horses to Atlantic City, where 
the big exhibition there will take 
place May 16-20, in the Convention 
Hall. Except for Atlantic City, the 
indoor shows near New York will 
end for this season with the Connec- 
ticut State on May 13 in the Arena 
at New Haven. 

The task of selecting the winners 
at Wilmington has been divided 
among Manley W. Carter, of Orange, 
Bruce Jenkins, of Darien, Conn., 
and Robert B. Young, of Middle- 
burg. Generous prize money is of- 
fered at Wilmington, with children 
classes filling the Saturday’s card 
in the morning. 

The important Atlantic City fix- 
ture has appealed well to the exhibi- 
tors, and is drawing horses from 
throughout the United States. At 
this writing, entries are still coming 
in, from Missouri, Texas, Michigan 
Connecticut, Virginia, and as_ far 
south as Atlanta. 43 classes out of 
the 119 are for harness and ponies. 
Hunters and jumpers will have their 
usual prominent place on the _ pro- 
gram, with 23 events for hunters 
and 10 for jumpers. 

Judges for the hunters at Atlantic 
City will be Henry L. Bell, of Bay- 
side, N. Y., Maj. Turner Wiltshire of 
Middleburg and William W. Brain- 
ard, Jr., of Greenwich, Conn.

JUDGING WITHOUT BIAS 

You cannot please all of the people all of the time. If you try, you be- 
come one of those strangely inept creatures, always on the fence, always 
betwixt and between, a peculiarly innocuous substance. In the Horse Show 
game, the officials of the American Horse Show have a responsibility for the 
success of some 185 member shows. They cannot please everybody because 
to please everybody would mean ribbons for every exhibitor and there are 

good many thousand exhibitors. The judges award these ribbons, but the 
Association must be responsible for the judges. They must attempt to in- 
sure exhibitors with judges free from impartiality, judges who know their 
job, judges who are above criticism 

In the ’88-'39 Rules the officials have tackled the question of judges by 
striking out one possible cause of complaint that might arise from partiality. 
They have jumped into this extremely delicate question with both feet and 
have made the following ruling: 

\ judge shall not officiate in a show in any class in which is shown a horse 
belonging toa stable or owner with which he has had any financial trans- 
action in connection with the purchase or sale of a horse within 12 months 
of the date of the Show 

Obviously the rule was written only after careful consideration. The 
Stewards of the Association knew that a great majority of the judges in this 
country deal constantly in Show Horses. They know that the best judges 
are those who know horses, who have to know them for a living for if deal- 
ers fail to find blemishes, they will not long be dealers. Disregarding the 
possibility of the elimination of many good judges, the Horse Show Assoc- 
jation were determined to clear up a problem which must come up in every 
show 

Time after time, the dealer judge is up against the problem of judging a 
horse, after having sold the exhibitor a show horse which he has no doubt 
told the exhibitor should win in the Show Ring. Must they fault their own 
horse? The decision is not difficult for the completely conscientious, except 
that the dealer might easily feel that the horse he sold to the exhibitor is 
really best on its merits in spite of a blemish. In other words, he is partial, 
and why shouldn’t he be? 

Their clientele move in somewhat similar circles. There are wheels with- 
in wheels in the Show game but in endeavoring to strike out a cause for 
partiality in judging, the American Horse Show Association has taken the 
bull by the horns, has gone to the root of a difficult question, a question that 
can have more serious consequences to showing than any other, for nothing 
can give a show a worse name than dissatisfied exhibitors who feel they can 
find some cause to complain with the judges. Whether there is any fair 
ground for complaint from partiality or not, the seed for discontent is there 
in the mind of every exhibitor with a horse who did not win. An excuse to 
find fault with the judge is one that even the most fair minded exhibitor will 
not fail to use if such a possibility as financial considerations is in evidence. 

In Virginia this ruling is going to work hardship as it will in other places 
where the horse is the predominate commodity. Dealers know horses better 
than the average exhibitor. They are the best equipped for judging. More- 
over the number of dealers showing horses are considerable. The actual 
working out of this rule, therefore, is going to be difficult. It may eliminate 
many good judges, but it will also eliminate a verdant field for criticism. 
If exhibitors, and officials will insist on the strict observance of this ruling, 
it will tend to develop an amateur set of judges, those who have no row to 
hoe, nor horses to sell It will take a difficult responsibility from dealers’

SMITHTOWN HOLDS 
POINT-TO-POINT 


Editor Middleburg Chronicle 
Middleburg, Va. 

Thanks ever so much for your 
note, and TJ agree with you that the 
“eleventh hour’ appears to have 
its points where Maryland entries 
are concerned—judging from our 
recent mutual misfortune anyhow. 

I am enclosing a bulletin of the 
Smithtown Point-topPoifit meeting 
which was run off last Saturday 
afternoon, in the hope that you will 
be able to fix up some sort of news- 
worthy accounting of the meeting 
for the Chronicle. 

This point-to-point was really re- 
markable for several reasons: 

As you know, Smithtown has been 
hunted by a drag pack for nearly 
forty years and during that time 
there have been periods when it 
might actually have been said that 
there was really no such thing as 
the Smithtown Hunt. This was be- 
cause the Smithtown people them- 
selves have, at various times, blown 
rather hot and cold and there have 
been spans when, out of a total of 
four or five riders (including staff 
and “field’’) there was not one 
Smithtown resident to be found. In 
other words, the Smithtown country 
was being dragged by four or five 
hardy spirits from various parts of 
the Island, but who really couldn’t 
be considered as Smithtown at all. 
As you will readily imagine, this 
condition was far from satisfactory 
—particularly to the Smithtown 
landowners who were getting none 
of the fun but all the headaches. 

This was pretty much the situat- 
ion when our Master, Randall E. 
Poindexter, Esq., started out three 
short years ago to build up the Drag 
Hunt in point of country, commun- 
ity, hound pack and field. To say 
that he ‘‘took over’? would be wrong 
for the simple reason that there was 
practically nothing to take over. 
How well he has succeeded, even in 
this short time, is amply shown by 
the following account of the Point-to- 
Point meeting last Saturday which 
closed the season for Smithtown. As 
for the race itself, it is with consid- 
erable mixed feelings that IT have to 
report that the fair sex made every 
post a winning one and swept the 
field. Tied for first were Raindrop

This great campaign-er 
broke down in the Middleburg Cup 
and the responsibility was left to 
Postman Home, (finished 2nd.,_ to 
Faction Fighter in the Carolina 
Cup), until Black Sweep, so recent 
Mrs. Wiltshire’s personal hunter was 
acquired for Mrs. Gould’s retiring 
attempt. 

When __ scratches’ were finally 
checked including: Maj. Wiltshire’s 
Kingsland, C. O’Donnell Lee’s Arith- 
metic; J. W. Y. Martin’s Comon- 
home; and G. A. Laing’s Capt. Bill; 
the field was reduced to five. The 
Maryland horses, Or Else and De- 
flation and Mrs. Eva S§S. Spilman’s 
Music Mountain, with Mr. Henry 
Frost, Jr., up made up the paraders. 
Mr. A. C. Randolph, Jr., was getting 
his maiden outing on Postman Home 
and wearing the white and cherry 
colors of the Gould entry. 

Louis C. Leith and Jack Waddell 
lined them up, at the foot of the hill 
and sent them away in good order, 
with Mr. Randolph, obviously fol- 
lowing instructions of William B. 
Streett, sending Postman Home to 
the front to make the pace, and get- 
ting over the first, (by the finish) 
on even terms with Music Mountain. 
The three hundred yard run to the 
jump saw the whole field setting off 
at good lick, with Or Else, a hunt- 
ing-hunter, who had proved his abil-

While they were rolling out into 
the country it was interesting to re- 
call that the big black son of Sun 
Flag—Longlashes, with conformat- 
ion and flash enough to win in a 
show-ring, formerly a winner in the 
barn of the Benj. L. Behr, of Chi- 
cago, (scoring in The Middletown 
2 1-2 Miles, timber, at the Mon- 
mouth County Meeting in 1936) had 
been ridden with success by three of 
the five riders competing in the 
race this day. Mr. Harrison, up on 
Biack Sweep Saturday, had been up 
in the gelding’s only win. Mr. Reid 
had finished The Maryland, back of 
Welbourne Jake the 1937 winner, ip 
sixth place, ahead of the now _ re- 
doubtable Blockade. Mr. Watters, 
Jr., riding on Saturday, was third 
on Or Else in this year’s Grand Nat- 
ional Point-to-Point, and was put 
down only last Saturday at the 13th., 
The Maryland, by the _ winning 
Blockade, after having been well up 
as a contender. 


The fact that Or Else had accom- 
plished over half The Maryland with 
Blockade, had no particular regard 
from the bookies who quoted 7-1, 
believing he’d not last, and quit as 
he did in this year’s Grand National. 

While Postman Home went to the 
fore, by 5 lengths, to the 
fence.
